Now We Learn That Labor Is 
A Snake Hypnotizing Rabbits 


Not long ago there was a very amusing headline in Oak- 
land Tribune: 


Realtors Urged to 
Get Into Politics 


To us that was as though the headline had said: ‘Ducks 
Advised to Learn How to Swim.” For anyone who has eve 
tried to help get a public housing bill through any legislative 
body, or any other measure affecting the national setup o1 
local branch of NAREB, National Association of Real Estate 
Boards, knows that our good friends the real estate men 
swing a hefty fist in political affairs. 

The same speaker at the convention of real estater: 
which was honored by that amusing headline insisted that 
business men in general weren't paying enough attention to 
politics. And a little later, speaking in Detroit, Cola G. 
Parker, president of the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, referring with horror to the political activity of labor 
people, declared: 

“Business men of America sit like rabbits hypnotized by a 
snake, seemingly helpless to organize a program to defend the 
American political and economic system.” 

If such blather were worthy of being taken seriously, a 
labor man or woman might ask with some indignation just 
what Mr. Cola G. Parker means by implying that labor's 
volitical efforts are aimed against “the American political 
and economic system.” One might even go on to ask if it 
isn't an attack on the American political and economic system 
to designate as a snake an institution so well established 
under our laws and Constitution as the American labor 
movement. 

In fact, one might go farther and ask just how helpless 
these “rabbits,” the business men, have been in the presence 
of this “snake,” the labor movement, when for years these 
rabbits” have had in the White House a front man for the 
operations of Big Business. (Actually, of course, many of 
the smaller business men, including real estate men, are 
going against their own interest if they assume they are 
helping themselves by going along with the front man in the 
White House and the big corporations trying to keep him 
there.) 

The fundamental attitude of men like the NAM presi- 
dent, the big interests he represents, and the political party 
which is trying to put over the misinformed front man in the 
White House, was well expressed many years ago. That 
classic expression was from the lips of George F. Baer, the 
big coal operator who led the effort to crush the coal strike 
of the early part of this century. Said Baer: 

“The rights and interests of the laboring man will be pro- 
tected and cared for not by the labor agitators but by the Chris- 
tian men to whom God in his infinite wisdom has given the 
control of the property interests of this country.” 

They don’t dare say it so openly now, and they send 
Tricky Dick Nixon around to tell us we're going to have a 
4-day regular works week pretty soon, but their attitude 
remains the same. That's why labor doesn’t trust them or 
their front men, Eisenhower and Nixon, and is so resolute to 
elect Stevenson and Kefauver on November 6. 


No. 10 Means Bread and Butter 


Proposition No. 10 on the November 6 ballot, which has 
been recommended for a YES vote by the Alameda County 
Voters Leaque-AFL, is of special importance to building 
trades workers. The measure is intended to speed up con- 
struction of highways, schools, hospitals. It provides that the 
Legislature, may enact laws permitting the use by the State} 
of private engineers and architects under contracts.

a State agency is unable to perform within the time the}> 


public interest requires such work to be done. 

The Labor Votes Yes on No. 10 Committee, headed by 
C. J. Haggerty, executive secretary, State Federation of 
Labor, says in a press release: 

“Passage of No. 10 will mean that instead of building projects 
being held up for months and even years because of a shortage 
of architects and engineers in a State agency, the State may go 
ahead with the project by employing the needed technical aid. 
Vote YES on No. 10. The job you save may be your own.” 


That final sentence should be noted as applying to others

AKRON, O. (AFLCIO)—Sup- 
ylemental unemplovment bene- 
fits covering 100,000 workers in 
47 plants of the Big Four rub- 
ber manufacturers by the Rub- 
ber Workers, have been nego- 
tiated. 

Each plan is identical and 
calls for a guarantee of 65 per- 
cent of normal after-tax week- 
ly pay during layoffs or short 
work-weeks.

URW President L. S. Buck- 
master and Vice President Jos- 
eph W. Childs said the agree- 
ment requires, one year’s em- 
ployment for eligibility and 
pays benefits up to 26 weeks.
